Gritting cutbacks to hit villages this winter 


CHILDREN’S lives and education are being put at risk 
this winter after a decision was made to prioritise the 
roads which will be gritted to save salt. 

As forecasters predict freezing conditions in the next 
week, Dorset County Council have announced they will 
not be gritting routes to urban schools with less than 500 
pupils and rural schools with less than 350 pupils. 

Main routes through parishes with populations of less 
than 750 people will also be affected by the decision. 

Alison Johnstone, head teacher of Thorner's CE VA Pri- 
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mary School, Litton Cheney, said: “In previous months 
we’ve had to close the school because they have not grit¬ 
ted through the valley, and it’s been very dangerous for 
parents to drive their children to the school. 

“Last year we had to close quite a few days. Not gritting 
the roads stops the children coming to school and any 
break in their education would be detrimental.” 

Headteacher at Symondsbury Primary School, Helen 
Falmer said: “We were not badly affected last year, grit¬ 
ting wasn’t an issue for us, but if a huge amount of snow 
falls, like it’s forecast, that may be a different matter. 

“I do believe its wrong only to grit 350 plus schools 
when we live in such a rural county. The majority of pri¬ 
mary schools are well under 200 pupils. 

“The situation at smaller schools is the teaching staff 
cannot get in; we are very lucky our teaching staff live 
locally, but if the staff cannot get in you cannot run a 
school because of children’s safety.” 

DCC Councillor Karl Wallace said the decision was 
going to affect people’s safety. 

“All the authorities have to comply with the government 
Safe Routes to School scheme that ensures kids get safely 
to school without influence from traffic and other issues 
and ice would be one of those areas,” he said. 

“We need to make sure the smaller communities are not 
left isolated and kids get to school safely. 

“Some walk, those that are lucky enough to live in the 
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village, but the majority get lifts. Surely the council has 
the responsibility to ensure they get there safely. 

“Hampshire are going to get all their villages gritted be¬ 
cause they understand they have a responsibility. Will it 
take a serious accident again to grit those minor roads, 
why are they stalling?” 

Throughout the winter the council’s 26 gritters will be 
on 24-hour standby to treat around a quarter of their 
roads, 680 miles, with salt so that traffic can keep moving

■ IS there anything from your previous experi¬ 
ences you'd like to introduce here?

approach to bringing in exciting fresh programming and 
also working very locally with our partners and support¬ 
ing things which are going on. I think it’s that approach 
to making sure that we really are at the heart of the com¬ 
munity. I’d really like to develop our learning pro¬ 
gramme to engage much more with other people in the 
community and increase access to the arts. 

■ IF money was no object, which artist or act would 
you like to bring here? 

I would bring Cuba to the Arts Centre - with The Buena 
Vista Social Club in the theatre, Alberto Korda’s photo- 
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graphs in the gallery, Cuban food in the cafe and of 
course a good Margarita! 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a din¬ 
ner party? 

Ernie Shackleton, the Antartic explorer, because he was 
my childhood hero. I’ve got a fascination with the An¬ 
tartic and one of my dream things to do is go there. I 
would have Picasso, because I think he changed the way 
we see the world in such an amazing way and he was 
meant to be a bit of a character. More recently I would 
have Aung San Suu Kyi, the recently freed Burmese 
freedom fighter because I think she is a very inspring 
person. 

■ WHAT was the last book you read, film you 
watched and CD you listened to?

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New report highlights life expectancy differences 


POOR people in Brid- 
port are living ten years 
less than wealthier resi¬ 
dents a government re¬ 
port has shown. 

Lifestyle choices asso¬ 
ciated with economi¬ 
cally deprived areas, 
including smoking, 
drinking and poor diet, 
are blamed in the report 
which singles out part 
of the town’s west ward, 
believed to be the 
Skilling area. 

School meals and 
leisure facilities are 
amongst the issues 
which are to be looked 
at as councillors try to 
reverse the “worrying 
trend” in lifestyle fac¬ 
tors. 

The harsh reality came 
in a report to the Dorset 
Health Scrutiny Com¬ 
mittee, which said de¬ 
spite generally good 
health among residents 
of Dorset there are still 
pockets of “severe dis¬ 
advantage”. 

A joint review panel 
has been set up between 
Dorset County Council 
and Bournemouth Bor¬ 
ough Council to focus 
on the lifestyle factors 
which contribute to 
poor health. 

DCC and BBC were 
jointly selected as one 
of ten scrutiny develop¬ 
ment areas across the 
country, to help address 


local health inequalities. 

DCC Councillor 
Ronald Coatsworth, 
chairman of the panel, 
said: “We are trying to 
change people’s lives 
for the better. We want 
people to live better and 
longer lives, I’m sure 
most people want to do 
that, I know I do. 

“We are basically 
looking for some action 
by the authority to im¬ 
prove people’s life 
style, encourage them to 
take exercise, eat well 
and give up those things 
that make you ill. 

“There are worrying 
local trends in adult 
lifestyles that increase 
the risk of heart disease. 

“Yet, despite health in¬ 
terventions such as 
SmokeStop and weight 
management courses, 
the local trends in these 
adult lifestyle factors 
were noted as ‘going in 
the wrong direction’.” 

Councillor 
Coatsworth added it 
was not just about the 
NHS but work needed 
to be done to address 
the services provided by 
local councils, from 
school meals to leisure 
and transport facilities, 
which had an impact on 
people’s health. 

The report encourages 
councils and NHS or-

ganisations to work 
closely together to help 
tackle growing health 
inequalities between 
different parts of 
Dorset’s population. 

To address these is¬ 
sues, the report calls for 
targeted intervention 
work to help the most 
vulnerable, with local 
public sector organisa¬ 
tions pooling resources 
to provide the long-term 
funding required. 

South ward town 
council and county 
Councillor Karl Wallace 
said: “What we need to 
do is be out there sup¬ 
porting and educating to 
make the environment a 
much better place for 
people. 

“It’s down to individ¬ 
ual choice at the end of 
the day but as a commu¬ 
nity we need to look 
after and keep pushing 
the message across of 
well being and health 
promotion, but not in a 
condescending way.” 

Councillors are set to 
push for the local coun¬ 
cils and NHS trusts to 
work together and: 
share resources to pro¬ 
vide sustainable, long-

as safely as possible across 
the county. 

Improvements to this 
year’s winter road service, 
including dividing the 
county into five climate 
‘domains’, each served by 
a local weather station, fol¬ 
lows lessons learned from 
the previous two severe 
winters. 

Salt stocks have been in¬ 
creased by 20 per cent this 
year to around 12,000 
tonnes and the network of 
roads to be gritted has been 
redesigned to comprise the 
25 per cent of roads in the 
county council area used 
by 80 per cent of traffic. 

These include all primary 
(A, B and well-used C) 
roads, primary bus routes, 
and links to hospitals, in¬ 
dustrial estates, transport 
interchanges and emer¬ 
gency service stations. 


DCC will be providing 
one-tonne ‘dumpy bags’ of 
salt to town and parish 
councils to treat local 
roads and replenish salt 
bins throughout the winter 
in a bid to support commu¬ 
nity self-help arrange¬ 
ments. 

A DCC spokesman said:

Residents raise concerns on 
location of new toilet block 


A NEW £200,000 toilet block in South 
Street car park will be a danger to chil¬ 
dren and damage local business - is 
the message from nearby residents. 

Residents who live next to the car 
park fear that toilets there would be an 
unnecessary risk to children, and busi¬ 
nesses will suffer due to the loss of 
parking spaces. 

New toilets are planned to be erected 
in the centre of the car park, causing 
the loss of eight car parking spaces, as 
part of the BridportTown Hall's rede¬ 
velopment. 

A number of residents spoke out 
against the plans at last week's finance 
and general purposes committee. 

Town councillors revealed that the 
South Street car park had been the pre¬ 
ferred site for the toilets, but admitted 
they had initially hoped the toilets 
could have been sited at the entrance. 

Placing the toilets in the centre of the 
car park was deemed the only option 
due to the listed status of the perimeter 
wall. 

Town Clerk Bob Gillis said: "The dis¬ 
trict council are adamant that it can't 
be sited anywhere else in that car park. 
In terms of options the town council 
have achieved as much as we can." 

The district council have already al¬ 
tered their initial plans to help address 
issues previously raised. 

Changes include removing the 24- 


hour opening times, re-aligning the 
toilet block and lowering the roof. 
These changes were made to help min¬ 
imise the affect on nearby residents, 
however some say that the site itself is 
wholly inappropriate. 

Mother Amberley Carter would be 
able to see the toilets from her living 
room window. Her main concern is that 
her young daughter would be in dan¬ 
ger due to the increased traffic in the 
car park. 

She said: "The car park is very con¬ 
gested and it doesn't make sense to me 
to bring pedestrians into a car park 
where cars already are struggling to 
move. I just think it's dangerous and I 
actually think somebody is going to 
get hurt and the council will get sued. 

"The main concern for me is that on 
a Saturday a small child, like my own, is 
going to get hit by a car. 

"We all understand we need toilets in 
the centre of town we just think this is 
the wrong place to put them. 

Amberley and fellow residents, Ken 
Smith and Joy Reeves, all spoke at the 
meeting and agree that Mountfield, or 
looking to accommodate toilets in the 
town hall, would be a better option.

BUSINESSES in West Dorset 
could enjoy an extra festive boost 
this December, thanks to town cen¬ 
tre grants from the district council. 

In Beaminster, the funding will 
help to attract shoppers with the 
offer of free parking in some of the 
district council’s car parks 
throughout December. 

Shoppers in Beaminster will be 
able to take advantage of free park¬ 
ing after 1pm for two hours in The 
Square car park and short stay sec¬ 
tion of Yam Barton car park. 

In Bridport, Lyme Regis and 
Dorchester the local chambers of 
commerce have opted to use the 
district council funding towards 
the cost of Christmas lights in the 
town centres. 

In Bridport the new sparkling 
lights in Buckydoo Square will be 
turned on by Mayor Geoffrey Ack¬ 
erman as part of the Bridport 
Christmas Festival, on Wednesday, 
December 8th from 6pm. 

Bridport Christmas Festival coor¬ 
dinator Frances Pearsall said: “The 
town’s Christmas lights are greatly 
improved this year by the joint ini¬ 
tiative of the chamber of trade and 
commerce which asked West 
Dorset District Council, by way of 
a grant to the town council, to do¬ 
nate £1,500 towards the town’s 
Christmas lighting. 


“This will be in place of the usual 
reduced parking charges in the 
town’s car parks for December. 
“This was match funded by the 


Christmas Festival Committee and 
Bridport Town Council, enabling 
new cross street Christmas lighting 
for Bridport.” 


Concerns over badger cull proposals 

THE Dorset Badger Group are urging animal lovers to share their views 
about a proposed cull. The government has been proposing a mass cull 
of badgers in an attempt to control Bovine tuberculosis (bTB) in cattle, 
but the Dorset Badger Group fear this could lead to the animals suffering 
needlessly painful deaths. 

Group chairman, Elizabeth James explained: “What people may not re¬ 
alise is that the government now proposes to licence farmers to shoot free 
running badgers. This will result in many animals being wounded and 
suffering painful and lingering deaths. 

“The government has already spent £50 million of our money on a 
badger culling trial, supervised by the Independent Scientific Group, and 
the ISG concluded that the cull was not effective in controlling bTB and 
in some cases made the situation worse. 

“Improved cattle husbandry and the use of vaccination would solve the 
problem without the wholesale killing of healthy wild animals.” 

Members of the public have until December 8th to respond to the gov¬ 
ernment’s consultation about the cull.

Beware bogus phone scam 


DORSET County Council are at 
the centre of a bogus phone scam 
aimed at extracting personal infor¬ 
mation from the area’s residents. 

A growing number of incidents 
of people claiming to be conduct¬ 
ing a survey on behalf of the 
county council have been reported. 

Residents are being asked to sur¬ 
render personal information on 
loans and endowments, plus 
household insurance, gas, electric¬ 
ity and telephone providers. 

The bogus caller asks questions 
about people’s levels of mobility, 
and even whether they would be 
interested in sponsoring causes 


ranging from dogs to the Samari¬ 
tans. 

The increase in incidents has led 
DCC to issue a warning to resi¬ 
dents to be aware there is no such 
survey taking place. 

The county council is carrying 
out a telephone survey at the mo¬ 
ment, via the research agency Mar¬ 
keting Means, but is asking 
specific questions about climate 
change and Dorset's coast. 

The DCC does not ask for any 
personal details - and certainly not 
for any financial information. 

Jess Miller, DCC’s consultation 
and engagement manager, said: 


“We would urge residents to be 
very cautious if they receive a call 
of this nature. It is not a genuine 
survey being undertaken on behalf 
on the county council. 

“If the council is carrying out any 
research with residents, the caller 
will be able to identify which re¬ 
search agency they are phoning 
from, and provide contact details 
for a council officer you can call to 
check it is legitimate. 

“If it is a genuine call, no unnec¬ 
essary personal questions will be 
asked - and there would never be 
questions that relate to your per¬ 
sonal finances.” 
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Citizens Advice Bureau 
merger idea scrapped 


A RECOMMENDA¬ 
TION to merge Citizen 
Advice Bureaus in West 
Dorset has been scrapped 
following strong opposi¬ 
tion at a meeting of the 
West Dorset District 
Council. 

The proposal would 
have seen Bridport lose 
its CAB manager with a 
district manager ap¬ 
pointed to run both Sher¬ 
borne and Dorchester 
alongside Bridport. 

The recommendation 
was part of a seven- 
month review of discre¬ 
tionary services, and was 
proposed as a potential 
cost saving measure. 

Previous reports have 


shown however that a dis¬ 
trict manager would only 
save the CAB £30 a 
week. 

West Dorset District 
Councillor, David Tett 
said: “We have already 
been down this road of a 
single CAB body, but it is 
not what the CABs want. 

“At a meeting at Pound- 
bury some 18 months to 
two years ago, they flatly 
rejected the idea. 

“Each CAB is an inde¬ 
pendent registered charity 
and whilst theoretically 
there is mileage in their 
collaboration, I cannot 
see in practice it would 
work. 

“A single CAB for the 


whole of West Dorset 
could seriously threaten 
staff morale and services 
to clients; and they should 
be permitted to retain 
their historic independ¬ 
ence.” 

Manager of Bridport 
CAB Martin Paley added: 
“If you have a single 
manager you have a full 
scale merger on your 
hands. 

“Whenever this has 
been suggested in the past 
we have always said we 
would go along with it on 
three conditions. Firstly if 
it was proved that it 
would improve services, 
secondly that it was 
proved it would make 


substantial savings and 
thirdly that any concerns 
and worries of volunteers 
would be addressed. 
Three years ago when this 
was discussed none of 
these were met. 

“This is not me being 
parochial and saying we 
don’t want to work with 
anyone else. I realise po¬ 
tentially I would lose my 
job but I’m 62-years-old, 
I don’t have a career path, 
I do this more than just for 
the money.” 

The recommendations 
for discretionary services 
were discussed by the 
WDDC’s Efficiency 
Scrutiny Committee last 
week. The Executive 
Committee will meet to 
consider the findings on 
December 14th. 

Nick Thomley, Commu¬ 
nity Enabling Manager 
said: “Members noted that 
Dorchester and Sherborne 
were testing the idea of 
sharing a manager. 

There is no recommen¬ 
dation specifically cover¬ 
ing plans for CAB 
managers or Bridport 
CAB. Any future changes 
in management or opera¬ 
tions will be for the CAB 
to decide themselves 
rather than the district 
council.”

programme to celebrate its 30th birth¬ 
day.” 

The festival takes place over eight 
days in mid-August, with most of the 
events taking place in Burton Brad- 
stock’s exquisite 16th century church.

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New roadshow puts coastline in the spotlight 


WEST Dorset residents are being 
invited to ‘fly along the seabed’ 
and see the Dorset coast as they’ve 
never seen it before at a series of 
roadshows about the future of our 
marine environment. 

The Dorset Coast Forum is host¬ 
ing six events at towns and villages 
between Portland and Purbeck to 
involve local people in a marine 
planning project called C-SCOPE 
(Combining Sea and Coastal Plan¬ 
ning in Europe).

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Top Dorset policeman dies at the age of seventy-eight 

Leonard Burt investi g ated the Portland S p y Ring and headed Operation Countryman 


ONE of Dorset’s best known policemen 
has died at home in his sleep at the age of 
78. 

Leonard Burt rose from patrolling the 
streets of Dorset to become Assistant Chief 
Constable, serving in both uniform and 
CID. 

In the autumn of 1959 he investigated re¬ 
ports of a local man, employed by the Ad¬ 
miralty, who seemed to be living above his 
means, uncovering what was to become 
known internationally as the Portland Spy 
Ring Case centred on the Admiralty Un¬ 
derwater Weapons Establishment at South- 
well. 

He submitted a lengthy report of his con¬ 
cerns to the Secret Services. Several 
months later their counterparts in America 
‘turned’ a KGB agent who revealed that 
secret information on Britain’s nuclear 
submarines was indeed coming out of a 
UK naval establishment. 

The significance of Mr Burt’s report 
quickly became apparent and his careful 
investigation was crucial to the five suc¬ 
cessful prosecutions in the famous 1961 
trial at the Old Bailey. 

He was commended by Lord Chief Jus¬ 
tice Parker, who sentenced Harry 
Houghton of Weymouth, Ethel Gee from 
Portland and three Eastern bloc spies to 
long prison sentences. This was the first 
occasion Russian agents had been caught 
in Britain. 

His father Ted worked for the Great 
Western Railway at Weymouth station all 
his life and became secretary of the Rail-

wayman’s Union. Two of Ted Burt’s five 
children died in infancy. Leonard was the 
youngest of the surviving children with his 
late brother Robert and his sister Joan, 
who now lives in Dorchester. 

Leonard Burt had vivid memories of the 
Second World War and well remembered 
soldiers being billeted in nearby houses 
prior to D-Day. 

He quickly discovered the US Army’s 
doughnut factory at the Triangle opposite 
the end of Penny Street, so the Burt family 
was well supplied with misshapen dough¬ 
nuts for many months! 

He also recalled the horror of seeing a 
parachute bomb drifting over the Park dis¬ 
trict, eventually exploding on Chapelhay. 

Leaving school, he joined the Great 
Western Railway at Weymouth as a tele¬ 
graph clerk, leaving for national service 
with the Dorset Regiment and then the 
RAOC at Aldershot, where he attained the 
rank of Company Quartermaster Sergeant. 

Leaving the Army, he joined the Dorset 
Constabulary in 1954, rising rapidly 
through the ranks to retire as Assistant 
Chief Constable of Dorset in December 
1984. 

Towards the end of his 30-year police ca¬ 
reer, Mr Burt was again in the national 
news as Commander of Operation Coun¬ 
tryman, heading the two-year enquiry into 
allegations of corruption in the Metropol¬ 
itan Police. 


While Assistant Chief Constable, he at¬ 
tended a conference on Salisbury Plain. 
There he met Derbyshire-born Marie Llint, 
who was Chief Superintendent [Opera¬ 
tions] of Greater Manchester Police. They 
married in 1978 and moved from Pern- 
down to Bournemouth on retiring in 1987. 

Mr Burt became chairman of the 
Bournemouth Pine Wine Society and led 
the Ragamuffins, a luncheon club that de¬ 
veloped into a fundraising group. 

He was a loyal member of the Society of 
Dorset Men and organised a number of 
their events at the former Palace Court 
Hotel in Bournemouth. 

He loved swimming, walking, cricket 
and Rugby Union, playing rugby for Wey¬ 
mouth. In later years, he and Marie spent 
some of the winter months enjoying the 
sunshine in Spain. 

Every year since 1994, Leonard Burt laid 
a wreath of poppies on behalf of Dorset 84 
Branch of the Normandy Veterans at the 
grave of an unknown Dorset Regiment 
soldier in Prance. He is buried in the 
Jerusalem cemetery in the small village of 
Chouain, five miles south east of Bayeux. 
The wreath is always inscribed: ‘Who’s 
afear’d. To a local lad from Dorset, known 
only to God. We will remember him. ’ 

Leonard’s nephew Alan Burt, a retired 
Detective Chief Inspector, said Leonard 
was in his element at any gathering of fam¬ 
ily or friends. 

He added: “He never forgot his roots in 
Penny Street and grew up in a very caring 
family and at the centre of a tight commu¬ 


nity. He had lifelong ideals of service and 
care which had been keenly taught and re¬ 
spected.” 

Weymouth journalist Michel Hooper-Im- 
mins knew Leonard Burt all his life and 
said Mr Burt always believed in talking 
with local people and he never forgot those 
he grew up with in Weymouth. 

He added: “I was born in Penny Street 
directly opposite the Burt family. 


“Leonard was always very congenial and 
neighbourly. I was ever delighted to meet 
him from time to time over six decades. 

“A few years ago he was able to name 
the occupants of every house in Penny 
Street in the 1950s, a remarkable memory 
and a reflection of that tight-knit commu¬ 
nity about which he really cared. I will 
much miss his warm friendship, his ready 
smile and his firm handshake.”

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Your vote could help bring next 
generation broadband to Bridport 


SUPER fast broadband could be on its 
way to Bridport if the town gets be¬ 
hind an online campaign. 

Over the next five years BT is rolling 
out superfast fibre optic broadband 
across the UK, however Bridport is not 
currently on the list to be part of this. 

Five areas in the UK however will be 
able to jump the queue and have 'BT 
Infinity' installed by 2012 if enough 
public demand is shown. 

In order to discover where super fast 
broadband is most in demand BT is 
running 'The Race to Infinity,' an on¬ 
line poll of all its exchanges. 

To get the service fast tracked to 
Bridport, the town must first register 
over 1,000 votes on the online poll 


and then be in the top five areas in 
the country for the highest percent¬ 
age of votes for its population. 

Bridport has currently received 210 
votes in the campaign, just 2.59 per 
cent of the registered phone lines. 

Currently occupying the fifth spot 



are Sutton-on-Sea where 40 per cent 
of the population have registered 
their support. 

Bridport Town Council backed the 
campaign at their finance and gen¬ 
eral purposes committee last week. 

Councillor Maggie Ray said: "Obvi¬ 
ously broadband is a great asset to 
people both personally and in busi¬ 
ness. 

"Last time, when we were pushing 
to get broadband in Bridport, BT 
asked us to get a number of people 
signed up and we did it in a matter of 
days. 

"What we want now is to get as 
many people signed up to this as pos¬ 
sible so we can get this service fast 
tracked to the town, this could be an¬ 


other big boost for Bridport." 

While the focus is on towns, other 
villages and parishes with popula¬ 
tions less than 1,000 can vote, and if 
75 per cent of people within your 
local exchange area do vote, BT state 
that they will consult with the com¬ 
munity to see what can be done. 

This might, of course, add weight to 
the case for your nearest 'eligible 1 
town exchange. The BT exchange 
which expresses the highest demand 
will also receive a £5,000 donation of 
computer equipment to a local com¬ 
munity project. 

To register your vote go to 
www.racetoinfinity.bt.com, voting 
closes at midnight on December 31 st. 


Speed camera vandals could cost lives 


LIVES will be lost if vandals 
continue to target Chideock’s 
speed cameras is the message 
from Dorset Road Safe. 

The speed camera, situated at 
the Bridport end of Chideock, 
was recently targeted by arson¬ 
ists for the second time in four 
months and is currently out of 
use. 

Dorset Road Safe said the 
cost to the taxpayer was yet un¬ 


known but that the real cost 
could be much greater. 

Johnny Stephens, Head of 
Fixed Penalties at Dorset Road 
Safe, said: “The harsh reality is 
that by damaging the camera 
site, someone could end up 
being seriously injured or 
killed. 

“We have been asked to com¬ 
ment on the cost to replace/fix 
the camera site, however, it is 


too early to establish the extent 
of the damage. 

“Clearly, Dorset Road Safe 
would rather focus on getting 
the message across that this 
sort of vandalism could result 
in someone being injured or 
even killed - after all you can¬ 
not put any cost on a life. 

“Damage caused to any cam¬ 
era site will incur a cost, which 
ultimately we all have to pay as 


taxpayers.Vandalism is a crim¬ 
inal offence and perpetrators 
who are caught committing 
this crime will be dealt with ac¬ 
cordingly through the cri min al 
justice system. 

“Dorset Road Safe will be 
working with our partners to 
establish the best course of ac¬ 
tion at the site over the next 
few days. 

“Meanwhile we remain fo¬ 


cused on a combination of en¬ 
forcement, engineering and ed¬ 
ucation to achieve our aim of 
reducing the number of people 
killed or seriously injured on 
Dorset’s roads, as a conse¬ 
quence of both excess and in¬ 
appropriate speed.”

Mike Harvey, president of the Bridport Chamber of 
Trade and Commerce (BCTC) reported that more shops 
and businesses than last year had already confirmed they 
would be displaying a Christmas tree outside their prem¬ 
ises, and that more shops would be participating in late 
night shopping on the evening.

How to make a Christmas cushion covers

WE know many of you are confident at crafts, but others 
may need a little help and encouragement at having a 
go at making your own Christmas cushion covers. 

Colourful cushions give a tired room an instant lift and 
can pull together a colour scheme - and nothing could 
be simpler to make than a basic cushion cover. It's also a 
great way to get used to using a sewing machine, which 
will help you with all sorts of other sewing projects. 

1. Measure your cushion pad (or check size on label) 
and add 3cm to each measurement to allow for 1.5cm 
seam allowances. Using a ruler, set square and dressmak¬ 
ers' chalk pencil, mark out this area on your fabric, once 
for the cushion front and again, for the back. If you want 
to centre a pattern or motif, or cut lots of cushion pieces, 
make a pattern from tracing paper, position on your fab¬ 
ric and draw round. Cut out pieces and iron. 

2. Pin the cushion front and back together with right 
sides facing and tack 1.5cm in from edges round three 
sides and four corners, leaving a gap on one side, as in 
diagram A. Machine-stitch close to tacking, reversing for 
a few stitches to secure thread ends. Remove tacking. 

3. On heavier-weight fabrics, such as velvets, clip across 
the corners to remove bulk. Alternatively, to give sharp, 
slightly padded corners on lightweight fabrics, fold the 
double seam allowance down on both sides, pressing 
along stitching line, then at top and bottom. 

4. Turn cushion cover right side out, press and insert 
cushion pad. Using a needle and matching thread, slip 
stitch opening to close.

Show Of Hands man 
goes solo in Bradpole 


STEVE Knightley, one half of the highly acclaimed West Country folk duo 
Show of Hands, is in concert at Bradpole's Holy Trinity Church next week. 
Steve is an accomplished songwriter and winner of the Best Original Song 
for'Arrogance, Ignorance and Greed'at this year's prestigious BBC Radio 
Two Folk Awards. 

In the early years of Show of Hands, Steve was still a teacher at Beamin- 
ster School where he inspired many local young musicians before leaving 
to become a full time musician, and touring internationally. 

He is renowned for his strong, trademark narrative songs which reflect 
our escapades, hopes and fears. He pulls no punches when writing highly 
literate songs about bigger, global issues. 

Born in Southampton where both his grandfathers worked in the docks, 
Steve moved to Devon with his family at the age of five. Attracted to 
acoustic music by the likes of Bob Dylan and Joan Baez, he started per¬ 
forming whilst still at school and was playing both guitar and mandocello 
at the age of 14. 

He learnt his trade playing folk clubs and bars in the Exeter area, joining 
forces with Phil Beer before leaving Devon to study politics and history in 
Coventry and take a postgraduate certificate in education at Sussex Uni¬ 
versity. 

He then moved to London where he was involved in the rock scene for 
six years before relocating to Dorset.There he worked as a supply teacher 
at a local school where he gave guitar lessons to Polly (PJ) Harvey. 

From 1987 Steve worked again with Phil Beer-when Beer was still in The 
Albion Band - and in 1991 what was to become the phenomenally suc¬ 
cessful Show of Hands was formed. Unusually their first album was a live 
one and the excellent reviews it garnered helped them break into the fes¬ 
tival circuit and tour with Ralph McTell. 

In the early part of their career, Show of Hands worked with exiled 
Chilean musicians in the band Alianza. This saw them soaking up new 
rhythms and learning the South American cuatro, now one of Steve's 
trademark instruments. The experience triggered what many consider to 
be some of Steve's finest songs - 'Santiago, Armadas and Columbus (Didn't 
Find America).' 

They have gone on to record some 17 albums including the acclaimed 
Country Life, the Knightley-penned title song of which was recently used 
as the soundtrack for a film made by the Commission for Rural Communi¬ 
ties, launched at Westminster. The rock rant, a biting comment on the des¬ 
ecration of English rural life, was nominated as Best Original Song in the 
2004 Radio Two Folk Awards. 

In the autumn of 2005, Steve gave a new Eastern-sounding treatment to 
George Harrison's'If I Needed Someone'. This was recorded for the album 
Rubber Folk, the folk industry's take on The Beatles' Rubber Soul LP, which 
was celebrating its 40th anniversary. 

Show of Hands's 2006 studio album Witness, described as "a cinematic 
journey of the West Country," has been widely acclaimed and notably fea¬ 
tures Knightley's stirring 'Roots'which became their best selling single 
ever, rising high in the download charts alongside mainstream artists and 
shortlisted for Best Original Song at the 2007 Radio Two Folk Awards. 

Away from Show of Hands, Steve has guested on Mick Jagger's solo 
album Goddess In The Doorway and performed asthe'folk'element of the 
striking band Faith, Folk and Anarchy, which also featured songwriters 
Martyn Joseph and Tom Robinson. 

He created the band Western Approaches in 2004 - a unique collabora¬ 
tion of West Country songwriters that also included young North Devon 
artist Jenna and former Mercury Music Prize nominee, Seth Lakeman. 

The Bradpole concert is a rare opportunity to see Steve outside of Show 
of Hands, playing mainly his own material prior to recording a new solo 
album. 

Steve's concert is on Wednesday, December 8th at 8pm (doors from 
7:15pm).

Some, like the 
Oddcombe Carols and 
the Padstow Carols, are 
still sung around those 
places today. 

The Stanchester Quire 
is managed by FolkSW 
and meets to practice at 
All Saints School, Monta- 
cute, near Yeovil. The 
Quire meet every Tues¬ 
day evening time during 
term time and all are wel¬ 
come to join them.There 
is no requirement for 
music reading or voice 
test but it does help!

Bridport United Church Christmas Tree Festival 

ON the second Wednesday in December a Christmas Festival is held in Bridport. If it is a 
fine evening thousands of people visit the town when the shops stay open until late, there 
are a variety of stalls along the streets, entertainment in the Town Hall Square (Bucky Doo 
Square) and Father Christmas rides through the streets to his grotto. Prior to 1996 the 
United Church located in one of the main streets of the town remained silent and in dark¬ 
ness. 

In 1997 Bridport United Church switched on the church lights and as they opened the 
front door people gathered to look around and a similar situation arose when they were 
about to switch the lights off at the end of the evening's festivities. This reaction prompted 
organisers to think about what could be done to encourage people to come inside the 
church building. 

Like all well organised Churches, a Committee was formed in 1998 to explore this idea. 
It was decided to invite local organisations to participate and sent out 60 invitations and 
had 40 positive responses.The trees were purchased from a local nursery, and lights were 
supplied. Organisations were allowed to have collecting boxes for charitable purposes. 

The Festival was an immediate success in visitor numbers and fund raising for charities. 
Last year the Festival was visited by an estimated 6,000 and included several "Turkey and 
Tinsel" parties. During the years since the Festival was started visitors have come from 
many countries including Japan, India, South Africa, Australia, Brazil, the United States, all 
the Scandinavian countries, and many more from Europe. Overthe 12 years a total of over 
£50,000 has been raised for charitable purposes. 

This year's Festival commences on Tuesday, December 7th when a dedication service 
will be held during which the main church lights will be switched off and the tree lights 
switched on the the Mayor. We expect to have 60 individual illuminated trees on the 
ground floor. Each tree will have a different theme and will have been decorated by a 
charity, church, community group, pre-school, school or voluntary organisation.There will 
also be two trees on which prayer and requests may be placed and these will be uses each 
day at noon at prayer time. For some people it is a time to sit quietly and reflect; some re¬ 
membering happy events and others who need help in a time of distress. This is a very 
worthwhile aspect of the Festival. 

The Festival continues for eight days, opening on weekdays at 10am and on Sunday at 
2pm. On Wednesday, December 8th the Festival remains open until 9pm with Mountjoy 
School handbell ringers performing at 2pm and the church choir singing on the forecourt 
during the evening. On Saturday 11th there will be a coffee morning with stalls to raise

Honda Jazz refresh makes popular 
Supermini even better 


THE popular Honda Jazz has been given a refresh, 
with a range of enhancements to both looks and 
driving dynamics. The revised Jazz range, which 
will include a hybrid model, goes on sale in the UK 
on 1 February 2011, with prices starting from 
£11,295 for the 1.2 S model and £15,995 for the 
Hybrid variant in HE trim. 

The challenge for Honda's engineers was to freshen 
and improve the car without compromising on the 
characteristics that make the Jazz so popular. But by 
enhancing the car's strongest qualities, Honda has 
taken the Jazz on to the next stage, producing a car 
with greater flexibility, better looks, increased ride 
comfort and improved eco credentials.
